Renew Drive

Groups of antiwar protesters, 
trying to rekindle their halt-the- 
government 
efforts, 
marched 
through the heart of the capital 
toward the Justice Department 
today as massed ranks of po­ 
lice watched warily. 
The chanting and cheering 
marchers, 
linked arm-in-arm, 
were part of a crowd of about 
1,000 which had thronged to 
downtown Franklin Park after 
plans to disrupt morning rush- 
hour traffic fizzled in the face 
of stiff and swift police re­ 
sponse. 


The size of the crowd in­ 
creased steadily as more and 
more of the record 7,000 ar­ 
rested 
during 
Monday’s 
dis­ 
orders were released on bond. 
By noon, an estimated 1,500 of 
the 7,000 remained in jail—and 
had been joined by another 685 
arrested during the morning. 
Meanwhile, the Pentagon be­ 
gan withdrawing 4,000 federal 
troops from 
the streets and 
bridges of the capital. 
At a White House breakfast 
with Republican congressional 
l e a d e r s , 
President 
Nixon 
praised police, District of Co­ 
lumbia officials and the attor­ 
ney general “for the way they 
handled demonstrators and the 
restraint exhibited,’’ said Senate 
GOP 
Leader 
Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania. 
The federal troops, who had 
moved into the city at the 
height of Monday’s disorders, 
were pulled back to staging po­ 
sitions 
in 
the 
suburbs. 
But 
there was no move to return to 
their bases the 10,000 troops 
who had been mobilized during 
the weekend. 
The disengagement of troops 
still left thousands of police to 
watch warily over the city. 
R u s h-h o u r traffic—lighter 
than usual—moved smoothly. 
Protest organizers, who had 
promised to send 10,000 persons 
into the streets today, talked of 
a midday march on the Justice 
Department. 
Charges 
of disorderly con­ 
duct, obstructing traffic, loiter­ 
ing or unlawful assembly were 
lodged against most of those 
arrested 
today—although sev­ 
eral older, well-dressed, well- 
groomed pedestrians were ar­ 
rested 
for 
jaywalking 
and 
hauled off in police paddywa- 
gons. 
Police vehicles did more to 
cause brief traffic jams than 
did the demonstrators. 
Said one long-haired youth: 
“Everthing has broken down 
today . . . some people are out 
of it.” 
Said 
another: 
“I’m 
too 
tired.”

Courts Struggle To Handle Cases 
Of 7,000 Antiwar Demonstrators 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Courtrooms in the nation’s cap­ 
ital, where the slightest mis­ 
demeanor is a federal case, 
turned into an endless factory 
as judges worked overtime set­ 
ting bond for 7,000 antiwar pro­ 
testers arrested for disrupting 
the streets of Washington. 
The 'bond was high in many 
cases, the judges tough, the 
process labored, the defendants 
uncertain. 
Some lawyers contended the 
courts were trying to keep the 
demonstrators off the streets 
by setting excessive bail. The 
judges 
indicated 
the 
govern­ 
ment is interested in convicting 
the demonstrators. 
There were claims that some 
of those arrested had nothing to 
do with the waves of demon­ 
strators who had played tag 
with police while slowing rush- 
hour traffic. 
A man identifying himself as 
a psychiatrist said six young 
persons 
under 
treatment 
for 
mental disorders were swept up 
by 
riot-garbed 
police 
near 
George Washington University. 
The patients and two attend­ 
ants were said to have been ar­ 
rested as they went for a thera­ 
peutic walk. 
Dr. Benjamin Spock. the pe­ 
diatrician, antiwar activist and 
one of the first released, on bail, 
said a 12-year-old boy and a 13- 
year-old girl were held with 2,.- 
000 demonstrators in an outdoor 
compound until their parents 
arranged for their freedom. 
Robert Hibbard, 28, of Austin, 
Tex., another released on $10 
collateral, said the compound 
also held a little girl carrying 
school books, an Army lieuten­ 
ant, several businessmen, an 
off-duty policeman, three me­ 
dical students, a doctor and two 
nurses. 
In the courtrooms, the wheels 
of justice turned slowly.

DETROIT (AP) — Domestic 
passenger car production dur­ 
ing April reached a three-year 
high for the month, despite a 
slight dropoff from higher first- 
quarter levels, U.S. automakers 
report. 
Led by General Motors with 
a 17.2 per cent gain, the in­ 
dustry registered a 
10.7 per 
cent over all jump this April 
compared with April 1970. 
Total U.S. car production last 
month was 729,776 units, com­ 
pared with. 659,070 in the same 
period last year. 
Through April 30, production 
for 1971 was recorded at 3,091,- 
141 units, compared with 2,436,- 
240 a year ago. 


Bitter Demo Race In Gary 
Tops Primaries In Indiana

Mild weather matched voter 
enthusiasm today as citizens in 
114 Indiana communities went to 
the 'polls—if they felt like it— 
to vote in municipal primary 
elections. 
Tabulation of the turnout was 
slow in Gary, where the tough 
and bitter campaign between 
black Mayor Richard G. Hatch­ 
er and his leading opponent was 
expected to be close. 
Voting was fairly heavy in 
Elkhart, where there were 16 
candidates for mayor. Voting 
also was fairly heavy in the Re­ 
publican contests in Lafayette, 
where Mayor Donald W. Blue 
is opposed by O. U. Sullivan. 
In 
Indianapolis, 
Crawfords- 
ville. North Vernon, Richmond, 
Anderson, 
Goshen, 
Portage, 
West Lafayette, Valparaiso and 
Chesterton, the voting wras slow. 
In Indianapolis, where 280 of 
the newer voting machines still 
are locked up in the contested 
U.S. Senate balloting last No­ 
vember, election workers re­ 
ported 
more 
voting machine 
breakdowns than usual. 
County Republican Chairman 
L. Keith Bulen said the break­ 
downs were due partly to the 
use of older voting machines. 
He added that only 12 machine 
repairmen 
were 
on 
duty to 
serve the 606 polling places. 
In Gary, political observers 
gave Lake County Coroner Alex­ 
ander 
S. 
Williams 
an 
even 
chance of upsetting Hatcher’s 
bid for 'the nomination for a 
second four-year term. 
Hatcher, 37, a dark-skinned 
bachelor attorney who dresses 
sedately and doesn’t smoke or 
drink, was the first Negro to be 
elected mayor of a major Amer­ 
ican city with a black majority 
when 
he 
defeated the 
Lake 
County Democratic machine to 
win the office in 1967. 
Williams, 49, a light-skinned 
wavy-haired physician, has the 
support of the biggest cogs in 
the 
Democratic 
machine 
al­ 
though, unlike 1967, they have 
avoided 
public 
condemnations 
of Hatcher. 
Williams spent Monday cam­ 
paigning in the 
city’s black 
Midtown section where Hatcher 
pulled almost solid support in 
1967. 
A Williams’ aide, A1 Johnson, 
said Williams expects to poll 38 
per cent of the black vote in the 
city of 175,000. The 1970 census 
showed Gary’s population is 53 
per cent Negro, although Wil­ 
liams believes it’s closer to 60 
per cent. 
For the first time, Negroes 
hold the majority of registered 
voters—just over 50 per cent of 
about 90,000. 
Williams is counting on the 
support of most white voters,

The candidate is hope­ 
ful that readers will disregard, 
the advertisement and vote for 
him. Tuesday. His was not the 
only mistake, another advertise­ 
ment appearing Monday urged 
readers to tune in on television 
for “wide coverage of the elec­ 
tion tonight.” 


arguing Hatcher has ignored 
white constituents and concen­ 
trated city services in the black 
ghetto. 
Don Leahy, admin.istrat.ive as­ 
sistant to Hatcher, said late in­ 
dications 
showed 
the 
mayor 
will get “a surprisingly high” 
percentage of the white vote. 
“If we get a halfway honest 
count, I really don’t think we’ll 
have any trouble,” Leahy said, 
although he admitted a light 
turnout would help Williams. 
Both candidates have slung 
charges of voter registration 
fraud, leading to lawsuits and 
conn tersu its which were thrown 
out of court. Johnson said Wil­ 
liams asked Gov. 
Edgar D. 
Whitcomb by telegram Monday 
to send extra state police offi­ 
cers to Gary to protect his 
workers, but Whitcomb said he 
had no immediate plans to do 
so. 
Four other candidates seek 
the Democratic nomination, but 
only one is believed to have 
much clout. City Council Presi­ 
dent, John Armenia may rack 
up votes in the Latin American 
community, but it was debat­ 
able which candidate that would 
hurt, Hatcher or Williams. 
In 
Hatcher's 
1967 
primary 
victory, two white candidates 
split the 
white vote leaving 
Hatcher with the Negro vote. 
Republicans are expected to 
nominate Theodore D. Nering, 
66, a white businessman. 
The city is traditionally Dem­ 
ocratic, although Hatcher de­ 
feated a white Republican in 
the 1967 general election by a 
slim 1,800 votes after the Dem­ 
ocratic organization threw sup­ 
port to the GOP nominee. 
Williams has based his cam­ 


paign on Hatcher’s failure to 
stem street crime, while Hatch­ 
er has boasted of his success in. 
obtaining $106 million in federal 
grants to improve housing and 
employment opportunities. 
Campaigns were less tense in. 
Indiana’s 113 other cities where 
voters were choosing Democra­ 
tic and Republican nominees 
for city offices. Issues ranged 
from rising property tax rates 
to the condition of city streets. 
In 
Indianapolis, 
Republican 
Mayor Richard G. Lugar had 
no strong opposition for the 
GOP nomination for a second 
term. 
Lugar, 39, president of the 
National League of Cities and 
the only Republican chief ex­ 
ecutive of a major American 
city, may have a stiffer chal­ 
lenge in November. 
The leading contender for the 
Democratic 
nomination 
was 
John F. Neff, a 34-year-old at­ 
torney and former state repre­ 
sentative. 
In Terre Haute, Mayor Leland 
Larrison was considered a shoo- 
in for the GOP nomination for 
a second, term, while County 
Clerk William Brighton was ex­ 
pected to get the Democratic 
nod. 
Fort Wayne Mayor Harold S. 
Zeis was favored to win the 
Republican 
nomination 
while 
Allen County Democratic Chair­

Ivan Lebamoff had no 
strong opposition for his party’s 
nomination.

Voter Apathy, Dearth Of 
Races Brings Low Vote 


Voters weren’t exactly lining 
up at the polls here today as 
the turnout for the city primary 
appeared to be near a record 
low. 
In a survey of the six pre­ 
cincts at 1 p.m. today, slightly 
more than 10 per cent of those 
eligible had been, to the polls,. 
It was debatable whether the 
poor turnout could be blamed 
on voter apathy or candidate 
apathy. 
Both, 
perhaps, 
were 
prevalent. 
There were two contests for 
Republican nominations for city 
council posts and the Demo­ 
crats had no contests. 
At 1 p.m. 364 voters had cast 
ballots out of the 3,488 register­ 
ed. 
Best turnout was in Rushville 
6. voting 
at the 
Community 
Building, where 89 persons had 
appeared. Rushville 1, voting 
at St. Mathias Church, had re­ 
corded 84 votes. 
Others with their total at that 
time: Rushville 5, Belle Gregg 
School, 65; Rushville 2, Annex 
School, 63; Rushville 3, court­ 
house, 32; and Rushville 4, Ha­ 
vens school, 31. 


Four years 
ago 
the voter 
turnout by 1 p.m. had totaled 
587 or 15 per cent. The only 
lower total in recent years came 
back in 1955 when the 1 p.m.

Vietnamization 
Draws Praise Of 
Army Secretary 


SAIGON CAP) — Army Sec­ 
retary Stanley R. Resor said to­ 
day 
the 
Vietnamization 
pro­ 
gram is making encouraging 
progress, but a difficult period 
lies ahead as more American 
combat troops are withdrawn. 
As the withdrawal continues, 
Resor told a news conference 
after an eight-day visit to South 
Vietnam, the American “advi­ 
sory effort becomes 
increas­ 
ingly important.” 
“As I travelled around the 
country,” he continued, “I was 
particularly impressed with the 
capable people serving in our 
advisory teams. We have made 
extensive efforts over the past 
year to attract our best officers 
into these teams and I believe 
it’s clear that we’re doing so. 
“In addition, most of these 
officers 
have 
had 
prior 
ex­ 
perience in Vietnam. As our 
force levels are phasing down, 
our young troops are faced with 
a most difficult job. But they’re 
doing it well. As 
we phase 
down we’re getting a higher 
level of experience 'in our offi­ 
cers and noncommissioned offi­ 
cers in the units which remain. 
More of our company com­ 
manders are captains now. We 
have a higher complement of 
experienced 
noncommissioned 
officers.” 
Summing up the progress of 
Vietnamization, Resor said the 
South Vietnamese army has as­ 
sumed responsibility for com­ 
bat operations in a great many 
areas in which U.S. troops pre­ 
viously operated and “has dem­ 
onstrated on numerous occa­ 
sions that it is capable of as­ 
suming that responsibility. 
“The territorial forces (m i­ 
litiamen) have continued to im­ 
prove,” he went on. “While 
much remains to be done, it is 
evident that 
in 
many areas 
they are providing the neces­ 
sary security at the local level 
to allow social and economic 
development to' proceed. The 
South 
Vietnamese 
have 
now 
taken over military responsi­ 
bility through most of the coun­ 
try.”

NATIONAL SALES TAX NEXT? 
The Chamber of Commerce of the 
«* United States convention had an inter­ 
esting debate on the “value-added tex.” 
You don’t know what it is? — Well, the 
common way to think of it is a national 
sales tax. All the states but two (Alaska 
and Oregon) have retail sales taxes. Why 
not have a general federal sales tax, col­ 
lected in a somewhat different way, it is 
asked? In technical terms each partici­ 
pant in the production process would 
figure the cost of his payroll and profit 
to the whole process, and add this to the 
total cost of the product (“value added”) 
which would be passed on to the con­ 
sumer in a higher price. 
A general federal sales tax would be a 
wonderful way to raise money: it would 
make any tax collector’s mouth water. 
A 1 per cent tax would yield $3-4 billion. 
European nations have never developed 
the self-immolating discipline of Ameri­ 
can citizens in figuring out their own in­ 
dividual income taxes. Tax evasion has 
been rife; but it is difficult in a sales tax. 
The Common Market countries have 
adopted the V-A tax. The United King­ 
dom has just voted to go along with it 
as one price of its possible entry into the 
Common Market. 
There are rumors that President Nixon 
will recommend the V-A tax to Congress 
next year, and it is known that the 
Treasury is examining if (as, indeed, it is 
examining various revenue-raising pro­ 
posals) .

who regard the 
Kentucky Derby as a weeding- 
out race for the Preakness are 
having trouble supporting the 
hypothesis this year.

20-horse Kentucky Derby last 
Saturday 
has

scare off the opposition for the

of the 
Triple Crown 
races. 


The Kentucky-bred, who was 
sold for $1,200 as a yearling 
and then was raced in Vene­ 
zuela, returned $19.40 for a $2 
bet after winning the Derby, 
but the payoff probably would 
have been astronomical had he 
not been made one of six field 
horses. 
Churchill Downs officials hit

But 
Cañonero II, with Gustavo Av­ 
ila aboard, came out of the 
pack to win by a widening 3% 
lengths. 
From five to seven of the 
Derby horses who trailed Caño­ 
nero II are expected to face the 
colt again at Pimlico in the 
May 15 Preakness as he contin­ 
ues the quest to become the 
first Triple Crown winner since 
Citation in 1948. 
Another 10 or 11 horses quar­ 
tered at eastern tracks, headed 
by Good Behaving, Salem, Exe­ 
cutioner, Limit To Reason, Dy- 
natic. 
Your 
Excellency 
and 
Lee matt, are considered possi­ 
bilities. 
T h e 
$150,000-added 
P re­ 
akness, which at 1 3-16 miles is 
shorter than the IV* mile Der­ 
by, will be run on a track 
which is much narrower than 
Churchill Downs. 
So, if more than 14 entries 
are made, the Preakness will 
have to be run in two divisions 
for only the second time in his­ 
tory. 
The first time was In 1918, 
when there were 26 entries. Ten 
scratches resulted in one divi­ 
sion of 10 horses and one of six. 
In 1928, a record Preakness 
field of 18 went to the post. 
That was when a webbed bar­ 
rier instead of a starting gate 
was used, and there was no 
state racing rule giving each 
starter a minimum of five feet 
of track.

WASHINGTON (AP) — What 
do you call it, when substantial 
numbers of bright, well edu­ 
cated, upper middle class white 
youths turn their backs on pow­ 
er, position and wealth? 
Sociologists 
describe 
it 
as 
“downward 
social 
mobility.” 
Others say it’s the American 
Dream in reverse. 
Whatever you call it, sociolo­ 
gists say it is clear that a num­ 
ber of young Americans art 
setting out on a course almost 
guaranteed to mak<* them peer 
er than their parents. 
Some 
are 
dropping out of 
straight society altogether and 
taking up lives in The Alterna­ 
tive Society or the counter cul­ 
ture. 
Others 
are 
deliberatily 
seeking lower paying jobs that 
provide enough money to sur­ 
vive but make minimum de­ 
mands on one’s time and emo­ 
tions. 
Just how significant the phe­ 
nomenon may prove to be—and 
just how a widespread it is—-no 
one knows. 
“There just isn’t any way to 
calculate it,” said Prof. Peter 
L. Berger of Rutgers Univer­ 
sity. “It’s only guesswork and 
impressions 
and 
one 
always 
must 
consider the 
possibility 
that the impressions are wrong 
but my hunch would be it’s in­ 
creasing.” 
In a New Republic article, 
Berger and his wife, sociologist 
Brigitte Berger of Long Island 
University, 
said 
upper-middle 
class youth normally would fill 
the scientific, technological and 
management 
jobs 
needed 
to 
keep the technological society 
going. 
The fact that they disdain 
those jobs does not affect the 
society’s needs, they said. All it 
means is that the jobs will have 
to be filled by someone else. 
“The upshot is simple: There 
will be a new room at the top.” 
The way the Bergers see it 
ahead may not be so much a 
“Greening of Amercia” as a 
“Blueing” 
as 
lower 
middle 
class and working class young 
move up to fill the jobs by 
youth who s ta rte d above them 
on the social ladder. 
Another 
Berger, 
sociologist 
Bennet Berger (no relation) the 
author of “Looking for Amer­ 
ica,” draw up this scebario for 
the future: 
“If we all survive, what will 
happen will be what has hap­ 
pened to other movements of 
this type in the past. Some will 
get coopted and changed and 
others, some communes, for ex­ 
ample, will become permanent 
utopian communities. Most will 
fail eventually. 
“The bulk of the people will 
either

class careers or they will bring 
something the country has nev­ 
er 
seen 
before—large 
scale 
downward

young, well educated people not 
being better off than their par­ 
ents is unprecedented in this 
country.” 
What that downward mobility 
could produce is poverty, a po­ 
verty that in time would be as 
oppressive as any other kind of 
poverty. 
“The young are still insulated 
from the stigma normally at­ 
tached to the lack of property,” 
Berger said. “Ten to 15 years 
from now, as they get older, it 
is going to be different when 
their peer groups are no longer 
students or part-time students 
or ex-students.” 
Then, 
said Berger, 
today’s 
idealistic young dropouts could 
well find themselves cheek to 
jowl with “all sorts of less 
glamorous 
disreputables 
They 
would 
become 
poor 
people.”
